Claim Group 1. Claims 1 to 20, 31 to 33 are directed to a joinery bogie for a multi-fold door. It is considered that the 
moveable edge being provided adjacent to a frame seal for a head or sill of the frame when the at least one leaf is in a 
closed position and the pivot connection being located so that the moveable edge has a component of movement away 
from the frame upon initiation of opening of the at least one leaf comprises a first "special technical feature". 

Claim Group 2. Claims 21 to 23, 3 1 to 33 directed to a joinery bogie for a multi-fold door. It is considered that the 
pivot assembly pivotally connecting one or more stile or rail engaging arms to the bogie unit comprises a second 
special technical feature. 

Claim Group 3. Claims 24 to 30, 3 1 , 34 are directed to a track assembly that is suitable for use with a multi-fold 
joinery door. It is considered that track being insertable into a recess within an extruded frame member comprises a 
third "special technical feature". 

Since the abovementioned groups of claims do not share any of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions, as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist.
